Marine: 

‘I Did Not 
Desert’ 

Hassoun says militant group 
kept him hidden for 19 days 

QUANTICO, VA. I Cpl. Wassef AH Hassoun, 
the Lebanese -born U.S. Marine who dis- 
appeared under mysterious circumstances 
while on duty in Iraq, insisted on Monday 
that he was captured by enemy forces and 
that he remains a loyal Marine. 

“I did not desert my post,” he told report- 
ers outside Quantico Marine Corps Base. “I 
was captured and held against my will by 
anti- coalition forces for 19 days. This was 
a very difficult and chal- 
lenging time for me.” 

He did not answer any 
questions during his brief 
appearance. He was joined 
by his brother, who arrived 
from Utah. 

Marine spokesman Lt. 

Col. Dave Lapan said the 
Marine Corps was not in a position to con- 
firm or refute Hassoun’s claim. 

Hassoun, 24, of West Jordan, Utah, dis- 
appeared June 20 from his base near the 
troubled Iraqi city of Fallujah and turned up 
unharmed at the U.S. Embassy in Beirut on 
July 8. It remains unclear how he traveled 
from Iraq to Lebanon, where he was born 
and still has some relatives. 

The military is investigating whether the 
reported kidnapping was a hoax and whether 
Hassoun, a Muslim, deserted his unit. 

Hassoun is in the midst of what the 
Marines call a “repatriation process” in which 
he is debriefed and given time to decompress, 
officials said. Marine officials said it maybe 
weeks or months before Hassoun returns to

Sept. 11 commission hearings, the 
Associated Press has learned. 

Berger’s home and office were 
searched earlier this year by FBI 
agents armed with warrants. Some 
drafts of a sensitive report on the 
Clinton administration’s handling 
of al Qaeda terror threats during 
the December 1999 millennium 
celebration are still missing. 

Berger and his lawyer said 
Monday he knowingly removed 
handwritten notes he had taken 
from classified anti-terror docu- 
ments he reviewed at the National 
Archives by sticking them in his jack- 
et and pants. He also inadvertently 
took copies of actual classified docu- 
ments in a leather portfolio, they said. 

Clinton asked Berger last year to 
select the administration documents 
to be given to the commission.

WASHINGTON | Canada, Mexico 
and other U.S. allies, along with 
Nobel Peace Prize winners, for- 
mer American diplomats and the 
nation’s largest doctors’ group asked 
the Supreme Court on Monday to 
end the execution of killers who 
committed their crimes as young 
teenagers. 

The Supreme Court will recon- 
sider this fall whether the punish- 
ment is unconstitutionally cruel, 
continuing a recent pattern of plac- 
ing itself at the center of internation- 
al debates over American laws.

Study: Eat 
Smart to 
Stay Sharp 

Here’s another reason to eat your 
veggies: A new study suggests 
certain vegetables like broccoli, 
romaine lettuce and spinach may 
help older women keep their brains 
sharper. 

Researchers found that women 
in their 60s who ate more crucifer- 
ous and green leafy vegetables than 
other women went on to show less 
overall decline over time on a bundle 
of tests measuring memory, verbal 
ability and attention. 

The federally funded study didn’t 
include men, but the effect would 
probably appear in them, too, said 
Jae Hee Kang, an instructor at 
Harvard’s Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston.

Filipino peacekeepers 
complete withdrawal 
in bid to save hostage 

BAGHDAD |A fuel tanker rigged as 
a massive bomb hurtled toward a 
Baghdad police station and exploded 
Monday, killing nine people, wound- 
ing 60, and leveling a huge section of 
an industrial neighborhood. 

The suicide bombing was the 
fourth in a string of deadly attacks 
on police and government facilities 
in the last five days. Since the new 
government took power June 28, 
at least 75 people have been killed 
in militant attacks. 

The attack took place in the 
Seidiyeh neighborhood just after 
8 a.m. as police gathered to receive 
their daily assignments. After the

attack, protesters gathered and 
chanted, “Long live Saddam!” 
before police dispersed them by 
firing in the air. 

Meanwhile, in response to the 
kidnapping of a Filipino truck 
driver, the last of the Philippines’ 
51 peacekeepers left Iraq and drove 
into Kuwait. The withdrawal has 
been criticized by other coalition 
members as a dangerous capit- 
ulation to terrorists. Philippine 
diplomats were waiting for word on 
Angelo dela Cruz from the kidnap- 
pers’ emissaries, an official said.

43 Iraqi Envoys 
To Re-Establish 
Diplomatic Ties 

BAGHDADI Less than a month after 
regaining sovereignty from the 
U.S. occupation authority, Iraq on 
Monday announced the appointment 
of 43 new ambassadors in a move to 
re-engage with the world. 

“This is the first step in restoring 
Iraq’s diplomatic representation,” 
said Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari.

The dismissal of Gen. Anatoly 
Kvashnin, the armed forces’ chief 
of general staff, was expected after 
last month’s brazen 
attack by militants 
on police and gov- 
ernment facilities 
in Ingushetia, a 
region that borders 
Chechnya. Ninety 
people were killed 
in the assaults, which highlighted 
Russian forces’ weaknesses in and 
around Chechnya and undermined 
Kremlin claims that the situation 
there was stabilizing. 

Putin also dismissed the head 
of Interior Ministry forces, Gen. 
Vyacheslav Tikhomirov; the dep- 
uty director of the Federal Security 
Service, or FSB, Anatoly Yezhkov; 
and Mikhail Labunets, commander 
of the military district that includes 
Chechnya and Ingushetia. The mili- 
tary, Interior Ministry and FSB all 
are involved in the campaign against 
separatist rebels in Chechnya. 

Analysts said the June 21 assault 
on Ingushetia likely was being used 
as a pretext to dismiss Kvashnin, 
who was unpopular in military cir- 
cles and had clashed with Defense 
Minister Sergei Ivanov, a close Putin 
ally, over military reform, (ap) 


Embattled Palestinian 
leader yields, agreeing 
to demote cousin 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Turmoil 
ignited by a young generation of 
Palestinians forced Yasser Arafat 
to backtrack Monday on an attempt 
to entrench his loyalists in office. 

Under siege from demonstrators 
and his own government, Arafat on 
Monday returned his ousted secu- 
rity chief, Abdel Razak Majaide, to 
power. Majaide had been sidelined 
only three days earlier. His reinstate- 
ment puts him in charge of security 
for all Palestinian territories — above 
Moussa Arafat, the cousin and lieu- 
tenant of the Palestinian leader. 


Arafat named his cousin Gaza’s 
security chief over the weekend, 
prompting angry demonstrators to 
burn Palestinian Authority offices 
in the Gaza Strip. 

The power struggles enveloping 
the Palestinian Authority will likely 
determine who will dominate the 
Gaza Strip once Israel withdraws. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Ahmed Qureia on Monday made a 
rare appeal to Arafat to reform the 
security forces, and said he stands 
by his decision last week to resign. 
Arafat has rejected Qureia’s resigna- 
tion, leaving the premier’s status in 

limbo. LARASUKHTIAN (AP) 


ISRAEL-FRANCE FRICTION 

PRESIDENT JACQUES CHIRAC 

said Monday Israel’s prime min- 
ister would not be welcome in 
France until he gave a satisfac- 
tory explanation for saying Jews 
should go to Israel to escape 
anti-Semitism in France. 

Ariel Sharon’s remarks pro- 
duced a storm of criticism after 
he said French Jews were under 
threat by France’s Muslim com- 
munity. ‘A visit ... won’t be looked 
at closely until the requested 
explanation is provided,” a presi-

After six years of debate, the govern- 
ment enacted a law Monday allowing 
Brazil — a shipment point for cocaine 
from Colombia, Peru and Bolivia — 
to shoot down suspected drug planes.

Japan Loses Vote at Whaling Forum 


VIENNA, AUSTRIA I ProsCCUtors OU 
Monday charged a 27-year- old 
Polish candidate for the priesthood 
with possession and distribution of 
child pornography, invoking a tough 
new federal law in a widening inves- 
tigation into a vast cache of lurid 
images found at a seminary. 

The student, whose name was 


not released, had downloaded 
“numerous” photographs from a 
Web site in his native Poland, state 
prosecutor Walter Nemec said in a 
statement. If tried and convicted, he 
faces up to two years in prison. 

Authorities say some 40,000 pho- 
tos and numerous videos were found 
at the seminary in St. Poelten, 50 


miles west of Vienna. They included 
child pornography, sadomasochistic 
sexual acts and pictures of trainee 
priests fondling each other and their 
older instructors. 

The discovery and subsequent 
furor in overwhelmingly Roman 
Catholic Austria triggered the coun- 
try’s worst church scandal since a 
cardinal was forced to resign in 1995 
amid allegations of pedophilia, (ap) 


SORRENTO, ITALY iJapan lost a key 
vote in its bid to have an 18 -year ban 
on commercial whaling overturned 
when its motion to hold secret bal- 
loting at this week’s International 
Whaling Commission meeting was 
rejected Monday.

Coors, Molson in Merger Talks 


Americas No. 3 brewer 
looks north in effort 
to boost market share 

DENVER I Adolph Coors Co., 
the nation’s No. 3 brewer, and 
Canadian brewing giant Molson 
Inc. confirmed Monday they are 
in “advanced negotiations” about 
a possible merger. 

In a statement issued after the 
markets closed, the two brewers 
said an announcement could be 
made soon. Under the proposal, 
Molson Chairman Eric Molson 
would become chairman and 
Coors chief executive officer Leo 


Kiely would become CEO of the 
combined company. 

The companies provided few 
other details and said they would 
not make additional comments 
pending an agreement. Officials 
at both brewers did not return 
calls for comment on Monday. 

The combined company would 
have about $6 billion in reve- 
nue, said Benj Steinman of Beer 
Marketer’s Insight Inc. Other ana- 
lysts noted the two brewers already 
distribute each other’s products in 
their respective countries. 

“You put these two companies 
together, you don’t get a company 
that is significantly more pow- 


erful with significantly greater 
growth opportunities,” said Karim 
Salamatian, a BMO Nesbitt Burns 
analyst who tracks Molson. 

The brewers are steeped in fam- 
ily tradition, with Coors founded 
in the Denver suburb of Golden in 
1873 by Adolph Coors and Jacob 
Schueler. John Molson founded 
the company that bears his name, 
in 1786 in Montreal. 

In 2003, Coors reported net 
income of $174.6 million, or $4.77 
per share, on sales of $4 billion. By 
contrast, the world’s largest brewer, 
Anheuser-Busch, earned $2.08 bil- 
lion, or $2.48 a share, on $14.1 bil- 
lion in revenue, sandy shore (ap)

ATLANTA I Delta Air Lines Inc. 
reported a nearly $2 billion second- 
quarter loss — its worst ever in a 
three-month period — but investors 
were not deterred Monday as the 
ailing carrier’s pilots union said it is 
close to making a new wage conces- 
sion proposal to management. 

Union spokeswoman Karen 
Miller said pilots will present Delta 
with a comprehensive proposal in 
the “very near future.” The Atlanta- 
based company, which has warned 


of the possibility of bankruptcy if 
it doesn’t get deep wage cuts from 
its pilots, would not comment on 
the speculation. Delta’s shares rose 
8 percent. 

Even so. Delta’s overall results 
were worse than Wall Street’s 
expectations. The third-largest 
US. airline said its net loss for the 
three months ending June 30 was 
$1.97 billion, compared to a profit 
of $180 million in the same three - 
month period a year ago. (ap)

Casino Petitions Face 2 Challenges 


Opponents say many signatures were forged 


WASHINGTON | Citing allegations 
including forged signatures and 
phony addresses, opponents of a 
planned Northeast Washington 
casino filed challenges Monday 
against petitions required to put 
the proposal before voters in 
November. 

“These petitions represent the 
most massive, most organized. 


and best-financed scheme to break 
the election laws of the District of 
Columbia since the inception of 
home rule,” said Dorothy Brizill, 
founder of the government reform 
group D.C. Watch. She teamed up 
with a group called D.C. Against Slots 
to pour over the 50,000 signatures 
casino supporters said they submitted 
earlier this month to the D.C. Board 


of Elections and Ethics. 

At a news conference, Brizill held 
up examples of petitions she said 
backed up the challenge. Some of 
those petitions included sections that 
were crossed out, and they appeared 
to have other names and addresses 
written on top of them. 

While it was well known that 
Brizill was leading a challenge, a 
second complaint was also filed 
Monday. Ronald Drake of Northwest 


Washington cited several alleged vio- 
lations, including the submission of 
illegible names and signatures of cir- 
culators involved in the process. 

Businessman Pedro Alfonso 
and others want to put up to 3,500 
video lottery terminals on New 
York Avenue. The $510 million, 14 
acre project would include a hotel, 
stores and restaurants, but no table 
games or traditional slot machines.

Officials Suggest

WASHINGTON! Officials in northern 
Virginia are calling for the creation 
of a regional panel to explore pos- 
sible sources of dedicated funding 
for Metro.

Lawyers: Sniper’s Rights Violated 


Muhammad’s defense 
attacks Va. for different 
theories used in trials 

RICHMOND, VA. I Prosecutors violat- 
ed John Allen Muhammad’s due 
process rights by simultaneously 
presenting contradictory theories 
in his capital murder trial and that 
of fellow sniper suspect Lee Boyd 
Malvo, attorneys for Muhammad 
said in court papers Monday. 

Muhammad is on death row 
after being convicted of capital 
murder last year in the death of 


Dean Meyers, one of 10 sniper kill- 
ings over three weeks in October 
2002 in Maryland, Virginia and 
Washington, D.C. 

One day after 
Muhammad was 
sentenced to death, 

Malvo — who was 
17 at the time of the 
sniper spree — was 
sentenced to life in 
prison for the slaying of FBI ana- 
lyst Linda Franklin. 

Capital murder convic- 
tions in Virginia are automati- 
cally appealed to the Virginia 


Supreme Court. In a brief sup- 
porting Muhammad’s appeal, 
his lawyers alleged 102 specific 
errors in the trial and sentenc- 
ing, including the inconsistent 
prosecution theories. 

The state argued in the 
Muhammad case that he con- 
trolled his younger accomplice, yet 
it claimed in the Malvo case that 
the teenager was “an independent 
thinker, and not under the sway of 
John Muhammad,” defense law- 
yers Jonathan Shapiro and Peter 
Greenspun wrote in their argu- 
ment.

He loved biking ... 
and smoking and 
drinking and eating 


FITNESS I Mike Magnuson is no 
Lance Armstrong. The only pub- 
lished picture of him on his bike 
doesn’t show sleek muscles, but rolls 
of bare fat squished together as he 
strains to reach the low bars. 

But the creative writing profes- 
sor at Southern Illinois University 
accomplished his own long shot 
atop his bike. 

He morphed from a 255 -pound, 
beer-guzzling chain smoker two 
years ago into a slim, smoke -free 
teetotaler who rides up to 70 miles 
a day and competes with an ama- 
teur racing team. 

Magnuson, now 41, wrote a book 
about his ride to health. But he says 
“Heft on Wheels: A Field Guide to 
Doing a 180” is not a how-to book 
and no one should do what he did 
— go cold-turkey with smokes and 
booze while consuming only three 
high-protein shakes a day. 

“It was stupid, stupid, stupid,” 
Magnuson said. “I could have 
dropped dead,” he said. (Health 
officials say it’s OK to stop smok- 
ing and drinking abruptly, but los- 
ing weight should be gradual.) 

Magnuson has always loved 
cycling, but until recently he loved 
drinking, smoking and eating 
equally well. He’d ride for hours, 
but wheeze from the cigarettes and 
struggle to drag his weight. 

In early 2002, he published an

article in GQ magazine about his 
improbable love for cycling and 
posed for a photograph that was 
a send-up of Liebowitz’s famous 
shot of Lance Armstrong. 

The contrast between the pho- 
tographs embarrassed him into 
action. 

For devoted cyclists, pain is part 
of the endurance sport. Magnuson 
embraced it. “I can feel my guts con- 
suming themselves,” he wrote in his 
book. “I can taste something alka- 
line on my tongue, the taste of old 
food, the cheeseburgers and milk 
shakes and megaton pasta salads 
of days long gone.” 

“My lung capacity has quadru- 
pled,” he said. “And not being hung 
over gives you an incredible boost

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Burning Issues 

Dennis Leary fights fear with fire in the new drama ‘Rescue Me’ 


DEBUTS I In the new FX drama 
“Rescue Me,” Dennis Leary stars 
as Tommy Gavin, a Manhattan 
firefighter saving lives and help- 
ing keep his city safe. 

But just moments into the pre- 
miere episode (airing tomorrow 
night at 10 p.m.), the truth comes 
out: The “me” who most needs res- 
cuing is Tommy himself. 

Viewers see Tommy step into his 
bathroom to answer nature’s call. 
Suddenly there’s smoke every- 
where. He’s trapped. He yells for 
help. Lucky thing he’s just having 
another one of his panicky delu- 
sions! 

Because a guy like Tommy 
wouldn’t really know how to ask 
for help. 

“He’s a firefighter whose life is 
falling apart,” said Leary, who is 
also the creator, writer and execu- 
tive producer of “Rescue Me.” 

“Part of the fun of the show,” 
explained Leary, “is that, like the 
actual fire department, when you 
get the call you don’t know exactly 
what’s going to happen. 

“You might find a horrible fire 
and people needing to be saved, or” 

— as in a scene from the premiere 

— “you might find a crazy naked 
junkie who doesn’t even know these

are firemen, he thinks they’ve come 
to steal his money and attacks them 
with a baseball bat.” 

But derring-do and zany misad- 
ventures play only a backup role in 
“Rescue Me.” 

“Our focus is on the guys,” said 
Leary’s partner, Peter Tolan, mean- 
ing the crew of 62 Truck (played 
by Michael Lombardi, Jack McGee, 
Steven Pasquale, John Scurti and 
Daniel Sunjata). “Yeah, we want to 
show them on the job, but we want 
to see them after the fire — that’s 
the most interesting thing to us.” 

Smoldering throughout “Rescue 
Me” are the events of Sept. 11, 2001, 
whose impact on New York’s Bravest 
only makes these firefighters’ tough 
job tougher. 

“One of the roots of the show is 
men dealing with their emotions, 
especially this group who have to 
go to work every day and deal with 
life -or- death circumstances,” said 
Leary. 

Leary has infused “Rescue Me” 
with his intimate knowledge of 
the world — both geographical 
and emotional — it inhabits. The 
deaths of a cousin and a child- 
hood friend while battling a 1999 
Worcester, Mass., blaze inspired 
him to create the Leary Firefighters 
Foundation charity. 

And he has long been pals with a 
crew of New York firefighters whom 
“I’ve seen go through a zillion dif- 
ferent things, 9-11 being just one 
of them. 

“The show,” he said, “is 
about all the stuff that separates 
a group of guys from other men.”

MUSIC I Writers of great pop melo- 
dies have enviable job security. 

Back in the late ’70s, as punk 
rock and new wave dismantled the

BOOKS I Writers of mystery fiction 
have tried to kill off characters 
by shooting, stabbing, dro\vning, 
hanging, poisoning, electrocuting, 
strangling, bludgeoning and even 
dropping pianos on them. 

But in t\vo ne\v \vhodunits, the 
murderous method of choice is to 


try to run them do\vn \vith a car. So 
here’s the rundo\vn on the newest 
mystery and suspense novels. 

In Ralph Mclnerny’s “Requiem 
for a Realtor” (St. Martin’s). A visi- 
tor tells Father Roger Dowling that a 
certain parishioner is having marital 
problems. Before the good father can 


help, one of the principals is killed 
by a hit-and-run driver. When the 
police call it an accident, the doubt- 
ful Dowling digs deeper. 

The last trip of the day for bike 
messenger Jace Damon is nearly his 
last trip forever, as someone tries 
to dispatch him in Tami Hoag’s 


10th thriller, “Kill the Messenger” 
(Bantam). Jace is delivering a pack- 
age for a shady Los Angeles attor- 
ney when he is nearly run down by a 
car, then chased through back alleys 
and shot at. He finds himself on the 
run from not only that pursuer, but 
from the police, who suspect him of 
murdering the attorney. 

Los Angeles is the scene of the 
crime also in “Little Scarlet” (Little, 
Brown), Mosley’s ninth book featur- 
ing school custodian and part-time 
private eye Easy Rawlins. The race 
riots of 1965 have left Rawlins’ Watts 
neighborhood burned and looted. 
When a black woman. Little Scarlet, 
is found murdered and the main sus- 
pect is a white man, the police, fear- 
ing further violence, ask Rawlins to 
quietly help with the investigation. 

Murder is attempted on the 
high seas in Hiaasen’s “Skinny 
Dip” (Knopf). The villain is Chaz 
Perrone, a biologist who is making 
a fortune altering water samples 
for a business illegally dumping in 
Florida’s Everglades. When Perrone 
suspects that his wife has caught 
on to his unethical ways, he pushes 
her overboard from a cruise ship. 
Perrone doesn’t know that she has 
been rescued, so she decides to stay 
“dead” while exacting her revenge.

How is the White House reacting to 
the final report’s mention of the al 
Qaeda transit through Iran? 

The whirlwind continues to swirl 
around the 9/11 commission, with 
President Bush telling reporters that 
the administration is investigating 
whether Iran may have played a role 
in 9/11. This is in response to reports 
over the weekend indicating that 
the commission’s report will note 
that as many as 10 of the “muscle” 
hijackers transited through Iran 
prior to the attacks. 

Both the commission and the 
government say there is no evidence 
that Iran knew about the plot, only 
that it’s general policy of helping al 
Qaeda was taken advantage of 

Are any real changes expected to 
happen as a result of the report? 

The commission has aimed from 
the beginning to keep its work very 
high profile to avoid producing 
another blue-ribbon report that 
gets ignored. 

The combination of the commis- 
sion report, the findings on intel- 
ligence failures by the House and 
Senate intelligence committees, and 
the presidential election may well 
force reform. 

How close to the truth will the com- 
mission’s report be if it’s created 
from a consensus of the members? 

Even the more outspoken mem- 
bers on both sides have not uttered 
a word of complaint so far about the 
final package they came up with. 
In addition, even what’s come out 
so far could hardly be seen as meek 
or cautious. The commission has 
been blistering in its findings and 
condemnations. They do not appear 
to have a timidity problem.
